W ashington, 
November *2.—The 
■decision of the United States Supreme 
C ourt upon the petition fora w rit of 
■error, in the case of the Chicago An­ 
archists, was announced this afternoon 
by Chief Justice W aite in a long and 
curefully prepared opinion, which oc­ 
cupied thirty-five minutes in reading. 
The court holds in brief: 
First—T hat the first ten am end­ 
m ents to tho constitution are limita 
tions upon Federal and not upon State 
action. 
Second—That tho jury law of Illi­ 
nois is upon its face valid and consti­ 
tutional. 
Third—T hat it does not appear in 
the record th at upon the erd en ce at 
the trial the court should have de­ 
clared juror Sanford incompetent. 
Fourth—That the objections to tlic 
admission of the Johann Most letter 
and the cross-examination of Spies, 
which counsel for prisoners m ain­ 
tained virtually compelled them to 
testify against themselves, were not 
objected to in the trial in court, and 
th at therefore no foundation was laid 
for the exercise of this course of juris­ 
diction. 
Fifth—T hat the questions raised by 
,(ien. Butler in the caseH of Spies and 
Fielden upon the basis of their foreign 
nationality, were neither raised nor 
decided in the State courts, and, 
therefore, cannot bo considered here. 
The writ of error prayed for must 
consequently be denied.

The Chief-Ju8tico, after making the 
customary formal announcement of 
the case, said : 
“ W hen, as in this case, an applica­ 
tion is made to us on the suggestion 
of one of our number to whom a sim- 
lar application has been previously 
addresse d for the allowance of a writ 
of error to the highest court of the 
State, under section 701», revised stat­ 
utes, it is our duty to ascertain not 
only whether any question review- 
able here was made and decided in 
the proper court below, but w hether 
it is of a character to justify us in 
bringing the judgment here’ for re­ 
examination. 
In our opinion the 
writ ought not to be allowed by the 
court if it appears from the face of 
the record that the decision of the 
federal question which is complained 
of was so plainly right as not to re­ 
quire argument and especially if it is 
in accordance with our own well-con­ 
sidered judgm ent in similar cases. 
TUB CUSTOMARY 1‘KOCEKDINGH. 
When under our rule a motion to 
affirm is united with a motion to dis­ 
miss fo»* want of jurisdiction the prac­ 
tice has been to ¿rant a motion to af­ 
firm when the question on which our 
jurisdiction depends was so manifestly 
decided right that the case ought not 
be held for further argument. 
Adopt­ 
ing a similar rule upon the motions in 
the court for the allowance of the writ, 
it is apparent for a certainty, th at we 
would not be justified os a court in 
sen< ling out a writ to bring up for re­ 
view the judgment of the highest court 
of a *tate, when it is apparent on the 
face of the record that it would be our 
duty to grant a motion to affirm as 
soon as it was made in proper form. 
IN THE PRESENT CASE 
We have had the benefit of the argu­ 
ment in support of the application, 
and while counsel have not deemed it 
their duty to go fully into tli9 merits 
of the question involved, they have 
shown us distinctly what the decis­ 
ions were of which they complained 
and how the questions arose. 
In this 
way we are able to determine as a 
court in session whether the errors 
alleged are such as to justify us in 
bringing the case hero lor review. 


TIIK PARTICULAR PROVISIONS 
Of the Constitution of the United 
States on widen the counsel rely arc 
found in Articles IV, VI and XIV of 
the amendments. That the first ton 
articles of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment were not intended to lim it the 
powers of State government in respect 
to their own citizens, but to operate 
on National government alone, was 
decided more than half a century ago, 
and th at decision has been steadily 
adhered to since. 
. 
IT WAS CONTENDED, 
however, 
in 
the 
argum ent 
that 
though 
originally 
the 
first 
ten 
amendments were adopted as a limita­ 
tion on Federal power, yet in so far as 
they secure and recognize the funda­ 
mental rights of man, they make 
them the privileges and immunities 
of a m an as a citizen of the United 
States, and 
they cannot 
now 
be 
abridged by the State under the Four­ 
teenth Amendment. 
“ d u e pr o c e s s ok la w . ” 
It is also contended that the pro­ 
vision of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
which declares that no State shall de­ 
prive “ any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law,” 
implies that every person charged 
with a crime in the State shall be en­ 
titled to trial by an impartial jury, 
and Bhall not lie compelled to testily 
against himself. 


TIIK OBJECTIONS 
Are in brief; 
One—That the statute of the State as 
construed by the court deprived the 
jietitioners oí trial by.an impartial 
jury, and 
Two—That Spies was compelled to 
give evidence against himself. 


COMPLAINT AGAINST THE JURY. 
Complaint is made that the trial 
court acting under this statute and in 
accordance with 
its 
requirements 
compelled th e petitioners 
against 
their will to subm it to trial by a jury 
th at was not im partial and thus de­ 
prived them of one of the fundam en­ 
tal rights which they had as citizens 


of 
the United States under the 
National Constitution, and if the sen­ 
tence is carried into execution they 
will be deprived oí their lives “ with­ 
out due process of law .” We are 
ttierefore confined in this case to the 
rulings on the challenges to the 
jurors who actually sat on the trial. 
Of these there were but two, Theo­ 
dore Denker and H . E. Hanford, the 
latter being called and sworn after all 
the perem ptory challenges of the de­ 
fendant* had been exhausted. 
A.IUROR’h REQUIREMENTS. 
At the trial the court constructed 
the statute to mean that although a 
juror called as a juryman may have 
formed an opinion based upon rumors 
or upon newspaper statements but has 
expressed no opinion as to the truth 
of the newspaper statement, he is 
still qualified us a juror, if he states 
that he can fairly and impartially ren­ 
der a verdict thereon in accordance 
with the law and the evidence, and tho 
court shall bo satisfied with the truth 
of such statements. It is. not a test 
question whether a juror will have an 
opinion which lie has formed from 
newspapers 
changed by the evi­ 
dence, but w hether his verdict will 
be based upon the account which may 
here be given by witnesses under oatli. 
NOT AN UNUSUAL RULE. 
The rule of the State of Illinois as 
it was construed bv the trial Court, is 
not materially different from that 
which has been adopted by Courts in 
many of the States without legislative 
action. 
Without pursuing this sub­ 
ject further, it is sufficient to say that 
we agree with tho Supreme Court of 
Illinois in the opinion that the statute 
as on its face, construed by that Court 
is not repugnant to Section 1», Article 
2, of the Constitution, that the State 
shall guarantee to an accused party 
in 
every' criminal 
prosecution a 
speedy trial by an important jury of 
the County of District in which the 
offense is alleged to have been com­ 
mitted. 
“ NOT OPEN TO OBJECTION.” 
. 
As this is substantially the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution of the 
United States, on which the petition­ 
ers now relv, it follows that even if 
their position to the operation and 
effect of that Constitution is correct, 
the statute is not open to the objec­ 
tion which is made against it. 
The 
Court then reviewed fully the pro­ 
ceedings of the State Court in the ex­ 
amination of Jurors Denker and San­ 
ford and sustained the rulings of 
Judge Gary in the matter. 
THE SELF-TESTIMONY PLEA. 
The Court then stated: “ We come 
now to the consideration that defend­ 
ant SpieB was compelled by the Court 
to be witness aguinst himself, and 
voluntarily offered himself as a wit­ 
ness on his own behalf, and by so 
doing ho became bound to submit 
himself to a proper crom-examinatiou. 
The complaint is that he was required 
on cross-examination to state whether 
ho had received a certain letter which 
was shown, purporting to have been 
written by Johann Most and addressed 
to him , and upon his saying that lie 
had, the Court allowed the letter to 
lie read in evidence against him. 
A FUTILE CLAIM. 
This, it is claimed, was not a proper 
crow-examination. It is not intended 
that the subject to which the cross­ 
examination related was not pointed 
to the issue, and whether the croea- 
exaiuinatjon m ust lie confined to m at­ 
ters pertinent to the testimony in 
chief or may be extended to matters in 
issue, is certainly a question of State 
law in- the Courts of the State, and 
not of Federal law. 
AH TO “ SEARCH AND SEIZURE.” 
Something lias been said iu the ar­ 
gument about the alleged unreasonable 
search and seizure of papers and prop­ 
erty of some of the defendants, and 
their use in evidence on the trial of 
the case. 
Special reference is made 
in this connection toa letter of Most’s, 
about which Spies was cross-exam­ 
ined, but we have not been referred to 
any part of the record in which it ap­ 
pears, that the objection was made to 
the use of evidence on that account. 
THE OBJECTION MADE TOO LATE. 
Even though the court was wrong in 
saying that it did not appear that the 
Most letter was one of the papers al­ 
leging seizure, it still remains uncon­ 
tradicted, not that ail objection was 
made in the trial court to its admis­ 
sion on that account. To give us 
jurisdiction 
under 
that 
section 
it must appear 
that such an ob­ 
jection was made. 
Under No. 100 of 
tho Revised Statutes, the question 
whether the letter obtained as claimed 
would have been competent evidence 
is not before us, and, therefore, no 
foundation is laid under this objection 
for the exercise of jurisdiction. 
RIGHTS OK FOREIGNERS. 
As to tho suggestion by counsel for 
the jietitioners Spies and Fielden that 
Spies, having lieen born in Germany, 
and Fielden in Great Britain, they 
have been denied by the decision of 
the court below the rights guaranteed 
to them by the treaties between the 
United States and their respective 
countries, it is sufficient to say that no 
such questions were made and decided 
in either of the courts below and tliev 
cannot be raised in this court for the 
first time. We have not been referred 
to any treaty, neither are we aware of 
any under* which such a question 
could lie raised, being of opinion that 
the Federal questions presented by 
counsel for the petitioners, and which 
they say they desire to argue, are in 
fact involved in the determination of 
the case as it apjiears on the face of 
the records we deny. 
Tho decision of the court was unan­ 
imous.

Chicago, November 2.—After the 
news of the decision reached hete each 
one of the condemned men was asked 
if he had anything to Bay about the 
verdict, to which each rejilied, “ Noth­ 
ing.” 
W ithin fifteen minutes after 
the verdict was announced ei^Jit men 
were disjiosed a Unit the building and 
neighborhood. 
The fule de Barring 
visitors from the jail was quickly put 
in force and no one was allowed to 
enter the building during the! after­ 
noon except officers, reportera Aid rel 
atives of the Anarchists. 
FRIENDLY FACES. 
The first of the relatives of the con­ 
demned men to visit the jail w}s Mrs, 
Engel. She moved about in la ner­ 
vous manner. Lingg’s aunt hind 
young lady cousin and one ol l i s ad­ 
mirers came next. 
They w ire all 
down-cast with traces of tears c$i their 


cheeks, but they had not been talking 
to the bomb maker five minutes when 
they were all laughing. 
Frank Bei- 
feldt, 6f the Arbeiter-Zeitung, came 
next, shortly followed by Spies’ two 
brothers and his mother, who seemed 
to feel her sorrow deeply. Then Mrs. 
Parsons and her two children came, 
and with them ladies interested in the 
work of the Amnesty Association. 
Every one of the prisoners had a sem­ 
blance, at least, of positively cheerful 
spirits. 
A GENERAL RUSH. 
As soon as the news from Washing­ 
ton had generally circulated through 
the city, a miscellaneous rush of peo­ 
ple came to see the condemned men, 
and friends of the condemnod men, 
and bearers of delicacies for them, 
begged admittance. 
The 
dainties 
were passed in, but only relatives 
gained admittance. 
Sheriff Matson 
suid: “ I don’t want to make any fuss 
about it, but the visits of other An­ 
archists here have got to stop, Per­ 
sonally, I would like to grant the 
doomed men all the favors I could, 
but I don’t think it would lie wise to 
do so.” 
FUTURE ARRANGEMENTS. 
To the execution the Sheriff will 
adm it only representatives of the city 
press, Press Association, members of 
jury and attorneys, as provided by 
law. 
Everything is perfectly quiet in 
and around the jail, and in fyct, over 
the whole city. The sentiment of tho 
police is one of satisfaction at the re­ 
sult of the hearing in the Sujireme 
Court. Captain Buckley said, “ It is 
retribution for the murder of the offi­ 
cers, whose wives are now widows, 
and children orphans. 
I trust and 
believe that the (lovernor will not in­ 
terfere.” _________________

C o n je c tu r e » u t o III» A c tio n In 
t h e B la t te r . 
S p r in g f ie l d , Ills., November 2.— 
There is absolutely nothing to be said 
as to the jirobuble action of the Gov­ 
ernor in the condemned Anarchists’ 
as his Excellency declines to say any­ 
thing on the subject. The decision 
of the United States Supreme Court 
w as made known to him shortly be­ 
fore noon to-day, and his features at 
once assumed an expression of real 
gravity. 
Ho received a number of 
letters and petitions on the subject 
to-day, and it is asserted that three 
Chicago ladies visited him in the in­ 
terest of the condemned men. There 
is a bare possibility that he may in­ 
terfere iu the interest of Fielden and 
Schawb. though he lias not said any­ 
thing to indicate even this.

The engine-house at Two Riv­ 
ers was turned into a morgue, where 
the remains were stretched side by 
side to await identification by relatives 
and friends.

HATTIE'S FIR ST STATEMENT. 


The Evidence Bllel’ed Ye-terday. 
Who She Confessed to and 
the C ircum stances. 


The Woolsteen examination wat* re­ 
mained at 9 :30 yesterday morning, the 
tiourt room being again uncomfortably 
crowded. 
Chief of Police Darcy was put on 
the stand again but his testimony was 
unimportant. 
W. T. Jeffries, 
police sergeant, 
.«worn, testified : The first time I ever 
naw H attie W oolsteen was on the 13th 
of October at 9 o’clock at night at the 
office of the Chief of Police. I saw her 
off and on all tho time afterwards. On 
the 14th I had a conversation with her 
at 2 o’clock in th e afternoon, respect­ 
ing C. N. H arlan’s death. The com 
plaint was sworn to on the 15th. 
The 
conversation took place the day be­ 
fore. 
She said that on the night ot 
the 6th of October she got a note from 
H arlan stating that he was coming to 
aee her. I told Hattie previously that 
fihe was the guilty party or that she 
knew who the guiltv party was. 
H at­ 
tie stated to me that on the night of 
Harlan’s death she got a buggy, he 
remaining at the corner of the street, 
because ho had seen near tho stable 
gate a couple of men whom he did not 
care to meet. 
Then they started to 
ride. 
Harlan told Hattie that he 
wanted her to go to Denver. Then lie 
pulled 
out 
the 
revolver 
and 
« id that one of them had to die. She 
begged him not to kill her. They then 
■euffled for the possesion of the pistol, 
but finally Harlan managed to kill 
himself. He lived ten minutes by the 
watch. Then «ho drove to Compton, 
to the Bar bey barn, where she pushed 
him out and burned him. She pulled 
the bodv in the bam , piled straw upon 
it, got matches oat of her pocket and 
put fire to the place. Then she got 
buck into the city. 
Hattie told me 
that he had committed suicido in self­ 
defense. She also told me that she 
had buried a watch and a pistol in a 
gum grove near Orange avenue. 
She 
« id Harlan had $10 and paid for the 
buggy out of that. She told me she 
d id n o t know where the ring was. I 
had a second conversation with her on 
the same day. 
She would not talk to 
■ e when her sister was present. The 
substance of th e conversation was the 
same as the first. I wanted to know 
if somebody else was not implicated in 
H arlan’s killing. She said no one but 
herself had any th in / to do with it. She 
told me first th a t Harlan had com­ 
mitted suicide, and next, that he hav­ 
ing threatened her life 
she had got 
the revolver away from him and had 
killed him with it. 
CBOSH-EXAMINED. 
By Mr. W hite. I am the party who 
swore to this complaint. I asked per­ 
mission of the Chief to swear to it. She 
made the attem pt to kill herself be­ 
fore the complaint was sworn lo. She 
took the chloroform on Saturday even­ 
ing the 15th of the month after the 
Judge here had given her her sentence. 
Witness could not recollect w hat the 
sentence was when asked by Mr. 
White. 
Miss Woolsteen was removed 
to the County Jail on the evening of 
the 16th. 
I don’t know positively if 
Minnie was in custody or not. I think 
there was a charge against her on the 
book. 
I first naw Hattie to know her 
on tho night of the 15th in the Chief’s 
office. Nobody was a lowed to go in 
and see the prisoner. These instruc­ 
tions were given by the Chief of Police. 
The girls were very kindly treated. 
There was no bed in the room, they 
had to sleep on the lounge. 
They 
were kept under restraint, nobody be­ 
ing permitted to see them, for two 
days, the 13th and 14th. It was dur­ 
ing this period that she talked to me. 
I did not use any inducements to 
make her confess. 
It was on the sec­ 
ond conversation that Hattie told me 
she had shot him. 
She said there 
was blood on the buggy and she cut 
out the piece where it was. 
She told 
me that the scraping on H arlan’s 
chest was caused by her throwing him 
out of the buggy at the Cuuipton barn. 
He fell on the steps of the buggy and 
that caused th e marks. 1 don’t know 
if Brady was sent down there before 
or after H attie took poison. 
At the 
time of the second conversation Hat­ 
tie said no one was implicated in the 
murder but herself. 
Sue said she 
killed him in self defense. 
She told 
me she liad bought the chloroform be­ 
fore she took it. 
Owing to great press of business 
Justice Austin ordered a recess till 2 
o'clock, a little earlier thau usual. 


I f tr r u o s u Ntm Io ii. 
* 
G. B. F itch, a police officer, was 
Kworu and testified: I first saw Hattie 
Woolsteen on October the 12th in the 
office of the Chief of Police. I t was 
about 12:30 at night, the morning of 
the 13th! 
I had a conversation about 
H arlan’s death on Saturday morning 
with Hattie. *It was between 3 and 4 
o'clock. 
Minnie was lying on the 
sofa. 
I said that it was too bad she 
had no friends here and that I was 
willing, 
outside 
of 
my 
official 
capacity, 
to do all I could for 
her—I 
believe 
that 
she 
had 
confUen«*e in me. She said that they 
were riding. 
Harlan wanted her to 
goto Denver. She wouldn’t go on 
account of h er sister. 
He theu pulled 
oat a revolver and shot himself. 
I 
thought it was strange that he should 
have shot himself on the left side 
w ith his right hit Ad. 
Then she de­ 
tailed how she took his body to Comp­ 
ton and burned it. 
Hattie thought 
that Minnie was asleep at the time, 
but Minnie told me afterwards that 
aha had heard part of tho conversa­ 
tion. 
H attie said that when Harlan 
shot himself he did not bleed to speak 
of. 
Hu fell on her lap or shoulder. 
Then she drove to tho barn, took the 
m atches out of his pocket, turned 
him over and set fire to th e barn. 
She said he had shot himself in the 
left temple. 
I cannot positively tell 
you where she said he shot himself. I 
aui not acquainted with the nam es of 
the streets. 
I {«collect she said tome- 
thing about Figueroa street. 
She said 
H atlan had $10 in money, a watch 
* and chain and a ring upon his person. 
She said she had hidden them , but 
th a t later she gave them up to Chief 
Darcy. 
When she spoke afw ut those 
objects she said that Darcy had them 
•dreadv. 
She told mu they were bid­ 
den under a tree about fifteen min­ 
utos’ ride from the station. She stated 
th a t she had buried them in a tin can. 


After she set the barn afire «be drove 
off about two rods and saw th e place 
burn. 
W hen she hod taken the chlo­ 
roform she told me that she stayed at 
Compton that night, but in her first 
statem ent she sala that she came back 
to Los Angeles after seeing the barn 
fall in. 


CROSS-EXAMINE P. 
I presume I had other conversations 
with the defendant. 
I had one on 
Sunday m orning when she came to. 
She said she was innocent, and ex­ 
pressed herself with a good deal of 
feeling* My object was not to in­ 
gratiate myself with her and get a 
statem ent out of her. 1 was not sent 
in as a detective, but to take care of 
the prisoner. Chief Darcy told me, 
after we had fetched the girls’ trunks, 
to let Minnie go, but to hold Hattie. 
Minnie wouldn’t go until the next 
morning. 
He told me to stay there. 
He didn’t tell me why he wanted me 
to stay there. 
I staid there Wednes­ 
day night, Thursday night. Friday 
night, Saturday night, all of 8unday 
and nearly till Monday. She slept 
part of that time. She took the poison 
on the 15th, Saturday night. 
Doctors 
saw her that night. 
Nobody went in 
to see Hattie before that night in my 
presence. 
I was there only at night 
time. I did not hear Darcy use coarse 
or abusive language to either of the 
girls. 
The witness here related a 
pretty tough story about circumstan­ 
tial evidence that he had told the de­ 
fendant, and he denied that he hud 
told that story in order to get her to 
make a statement.

As San Bernardino is the county seat 
of the greatest county in California, it 
attracts attention and business from 
an area of 23,400 square miles, equal 
to half the area of the State of New 
York, and about as large as each of a 
dozen States in the Union. Hiere are 
more than 200 silver mine; in the 
county, and vast mines of copi r and 
iron of wondrous wealth. Ii 
and 
oronnd the city are about 500 flow­ 
ing wells, that ore all located on 
soil of great fertility and depth. 
In fact the water supply is ten times 
as much as is needed for cultivation 
and domestic use, and the dry lands 
below, in aud around Riverside, arc 
drawing ample supplies from 
the 
fountains of wealth. 
Besides the flowing wells, 
the 
Santa Ana River, Warm Creek Lytle 
Creek, City Crock, and Mill Creek 
furnish an immense volume of water. 
But as if this were not enough the 
grand 
BEAK VALLEY KK«KRVOIB, 
which is an inland lake in the Hierra 
Madro. made by building a dam of 
solid masonry across the cañón at the 
mouth of Bear Valley three hundred 
feet long and sixty feet high, that re­ 
tains the drainage of sixty square miles 
at a height of 6,000 feet, where the 
rains are copious and the snows fall 
deep, complete the picture. 
This grand mountain lake is now 
harnessed to the uses of mankind, and 
gives a permanent water supply of 
about 6,000,000,000 gallons. No town 
in California is no well watered as Han 
Rernardaino. 
The city is prospering, and is al­ 
ready ricli. Now buildings of a mas­ 
sive and imposing character are rising 
on evéry sitie. The old boundaries of 
a milo su uaro have been burst open on 
every side, and handsome residences 
are springing up beyond the old con- 
tineR of the pueblo. * The streets lead 
north, south, east and west, and arc 
feet in width, crossing each other 
ut right angles at a distance of 500 
feet, and are bordered with shade trees. 
The new brick county hospital on 
Third street is a grand monument to 
the liberality of the people, and the 
noble edifice, the Stewart Hotel, now 
being completed, is the finest hotel 
building in Southern California. The 
Andrcson and Harris block, now ap­ 
proaching completion, is one of the 
largest and finest business blocks west 
of the Mississippi river. 
It is made 
of pressed brick and terra cotta, and 
is an ornament to that prosperous 
and goodly city. 
The town is well 
•applied with electric lights; besides it 
luís the light of three daily news­ 
papers, the Courier, Index and Timet, 
all devoted to the interests of that 
imperial county, with no croakers on 
their several stuffs. The city is well 
supplied with 
railways, having a 
fine street railway, a motor rail­ 
way 
to 
Colton, 
the 
California 
Southern leading to Han Diego on the 
sonth and Kansas City on the east, 
with a branch to Los Angeles and 
Tort Bollona and another to Riverside 
and Hanta Ana, while a now branch 
of the Hanta Fé system is being built 
to Lugonia and Redlands. A new 
oonrt house will have to be erected to 
accommodate the increasing business 
of city and cannty. 
The city has three banks, two flouring 
mills, several lumber yards, supplied 
with redwood and local motín tai u 
pine and eedar; two wineries, two 
breweries, churches for all denomina­ 
tions, fine schoolhouses, an ojtcra 
house and an academy, half a dozen 
hotels, a fine machine shop aud plan­ 
ing and lumber manufacturing estab­ 
lishment, and spacious stores filled 
with all manner of 
merchandise. 
Beautiful villas, surrounded by lawns, 
trees and flowers, are seen in all 
directions .in 
the suburbs, while 
the 
high 
mesa 
between 
the 
city and tho mountains is the natu­ 
ral homo of citrus fruits of all kinds, 
which grow in profusion and perfec­ 
tion. 
All tbe natural resources of wealth 
and growth seem to favor this favored 
town. In addition to the present in­ 
dustries a movement is on foot to es­ 
tablish a beet sugar factory. 
Thous­ 
ands of tons of sugar beets can be 
raised in tho valley, and the prospect 
is good for a sugarie in that town at 
an early day. 
There seems to be no 
hindrance to the prosperity of tho 
9000 residents of the growing town of 
San Bernardino.

It is the fashion of some visitors to 
California to complain in their home 
papers of tlte high prices charged at 
our hotels. 
As compared with hotel 
rates East ours are infinitely cheaper 
as a rule.. The return of some of our 
townsmen who went East with the G, 
A. R. has afforded us data on this 
subject which is simply amazing. A 
well known Ixjs Angelefio who was 
accompanied by his wife was astound 
ed to find his bill for four days, room 
and board, at the Southern Hotel, St. 
Louis, to reach the enormouB sum of 
$130, or at the rate of $32.50 per d ay! 
A young man who took a room at the 
Laclede was charged $15 per night. 
H e only stayed one night, very natur­ 
ally. Another Los Angelefio, who 
with his fiiend occupied a room at the 
Southern Hotel, paid $58 for the room 
alone for one week. To be sure, St. 
Louis was crowded at the time, but 
no exigency could justify these pirati­ 
cal prices. The Palmer House, in Chi­ 
cago, charges $0 per day for a room 
alone, where the gentleman is accom­ 
panied by his wife, and that, too, in 
ordinary times. 
A better room and 
better accommodations can be had at 
the Palace in San Francisco for $4 per 
day. We hope that our readers will 
bear these facts in mind when they 
see in the Eastern papers unfounded 
lomplaints about the high rates of 
hotel fare in California. 
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P o l i t i c * i s s t h e C o u n c i l . 
There is no gainsaying tiie proposi­ 
tion that public welfare is a matter 
above party politics. The only use 
for parties is to conserve that welfare, 
and when a party fails in this high 
d n ty it it is not worth keeping alive.

In this arithmetic Mr.

we fear the Tribune has been too lib­ 
eral, 
Mr. Stearns hardly belongs to 
us. 
If our contemporary can anchor 
th a t gentleman in a political sense it 
w ill have achieved something.

There is not a bit of vineyard in the 
cpunty that is not well worth the very 
best of care. 
Orchards, too, which 
now are treated with the same neglect, 
should be at once taken in hand by 
the owners and put in the best of or­ 
der. The cost of doing this is small, 
and every good fruit tree or vine in 
Loa Angeles will pay such cost a hun­ 
dred times over next summer. Grapes 
and fruits will be scarce hereabouts 
within two years from this time, as 
things are going now.

On the 5th instout a large excursion 
will leave El l'aso under control of 
the Missouri Pacific, and will arrive 
in this eitv November 7th at 6:20 
r m. 
Mr. H. A. Durand, General 
Manager of the Pullman Car Com­ 
pany, sent four sleepers to accommo­ 
date this party. 
Raymond A Whitcomb's Pullman 
Voattonle-Car excursion will arrive 
the evening of the 19th from Boston 
and returns on the 21st. This will be 
the first vestibule train ever in Cali­ 
fornia. and is a great curiosity. 
It is 
■aid to be the finest train of ears ever 
ran to California.

G i f w re cm be regarded both aa 
a ■ecessity and a luxury, the latter 
from the beauty of the material com­ 
posing the article and the artistic 
work bestowed upon it. The impres­ 
sion prevails to a considerable extent 
that expensive glassware, like expen­ 
sive porcelain, will not break so read­ 
ily as the cheaper grades, but this is 
a delusion. There is no real motive 
(or the purchase of the expensive arti­ 
cle except the gratification of a taste 
for luxury. The United States pos­ 
ses all the natural advantages that 
me possessed by the European 
countries for the manufacture of 
rinirr. and in the use of natural gas it 
has one important faculty not pos­ 
sessed abroad. The cleanliness of 
gas and cheapness, and the ease with 
whiCh it is managed, certainly give to 
the glass manufacturers of Pittsburg 
and that vicinity an advantage not 
noesonwed in Europe. On the other 
hand, England has its exceedingly 
«heap labor, it has the talent of fam­ 
ilies devoted to the artistic production 
of glass for generations, and it has its 
art schools greater in number and su­ 
perior in teaching to those of the 
u&iKed States. 
Por these reasons Europe is a long 
way ahead of the United States in 
ingenuity of design, shapes, patterns 
and decorations. 
Glass from the 
earliest historic ages has been a 
favorite medium for the expression of 
beauty. The fluid character of the 
original substance permits it to be 
molded to an infinite variety of forms, 
and the most delicate shades of color­ 
ing may be infused through its crystal 
clearness so as to adapt it to the luxu­ 
rious uses of the table. The highest 
development of art is in the produc­ 
tion of cameo glass. Evidences of this 
art in its perfection are very 
ancient, and even in the beginning 
of the Christian era very beauti­ 
ful and expensive articles of glass 
were in use. At that time also glass 
in its common forms was a cheap 
article. At 60 B. C. a cap and saucer 
of glass could be bought at Rome for 
money equivalent to our cent. Illus­ 
trating the other extreme, it is histori­ 
cally narated that the Emperor Nero 
paid a sum equivalent to $250,000 for 
two cups of moderate dimensions. 
Window-gJ&ss did not appear until the 
third century of the Christian era, and 
it did not come into general use until 
the fifteenth century. In 1661 only 
<he principal chambers of the King's 
palace in England had window-glass. 
Egypt offers the earliest positive 
evidences of gloss-making. 
Gloss 
bottles containing red wines are said 
to be represented on the monuments 
of the fourth dynasty, more than 4000 
jrear9 ago, and in the tombs of a very 
eai ly period the process of glass-blow­ 
ing is represented in an unmistakable 
manner. In the time of the Roman 
Emperor Hadrian, among the chief 
industrial occupations of the inhabi­ 
tants of Alexandria is mentioned glass- 
blowing; and during the reigu of Au- 
relian, in the third century, glass form­ 
ed a part of the Egyptian tribute, show­ 
ing it was then an article of manu­ 
facture in Egypt. The delicate color­ 
ing of glass, that adds so much to its 
beauty, was known in ancient times. 
Theee colors are produced by a mix­ 
ture with metals. For instance: Blue 
is produce* 1 by cobalt, green by copper, 
and rose or ruby by gold. The great 
rite of the manufacture of glass in the 
middle ages was Venice, and its ar­ 
ticles of manufacture was exported all 
over the world. The glass trade of 
Venice has been superseded by thnt 
of England and Germany. 
Silicon, of which there is 00 per cent 
in good glass sand, is the principal in­ 
gredient in glass. Lead entere into 
the superior qualities of glass, giving 
it dearness and brilliaucy, and the 
musical ring of a glass article only 
comes from bad glass. Crystal glass 
is bad glass, which is also termed flint 
glass. Only lead glass can be cut. 
tim e is now greatly used in the manu­ 
facture of glass, pressed gloss arti­ 
cles being made of lime glass. 
In its manufacture, the United 
States has an 
advantage over 
other countries on account of its 
greater talent for the use of machin­ 
ery. Pressed glass articles ore now 
exported from the United States to 
ail parts of the world. The value of 
oar exporte of glassware grew from 
$6^8,051 in 1877 to $883,504 in 1887, 
of which the bulk was pressed glass. 
In 1887 we exported $15,055 worth of 
window glass. While the Eastern part 
of this country was formerly the seat 
of the principal glass industry, it has 
moved west of late years, owinf; 
largely to the backwardness o 
the Eastern manufacturers to take up 
tlte making of lime glass. Ht. Louis 
is now an important manufacturing 
centre, but the greuteat amount o: 
business is done in the Ohio Valley, 
of which Pittsburg and Wheeling are 
the chief glass towns. The natural 
gas of this section has given the glass 
industry a great impetus. Heavy 
plate window glass is manufactured 
largely in the West, but the glass used 
in the East is mostly imported from 
France. 
Considerable flint gloss is imported 
into this country' and cut here, the 
importers thereby getting an advan­ 
tage of lower import dutieH. The cut 
glass industry of this country has 
grown greatly of recent years, but 
the article is not yet exported to the 
extent that pressed glass is. The 
chief exportations of glass from this 
country arc to the South American 
States, and considerable goes to the 
British 
possessions in Australia. 
This country is undoubtedly able to 
compete with any or all the countries 
Most 
„ ___________ ______ 
of this kind. The duties on glass 
range from 40 to 100 per cent, ad 
valorem, but notwithstanding this 
the importation is large. For the fis­ 
cal year ending June 30. 1887. the 
value of foreign glass imported was 
$7,319,741, against $3,936,786 for 1877.

Judging from present displays our 
leading houses have never shown a 
more elegant and choice importation 
of goods. In silks, velvets and costly 
novelties everything is to be found in 
the way of stripes, brocades, plaids 
and plain surfaces, but moire effects, 
however, 
seem 
to 
be 
taking 
the lead. Brocaded moire antique 
is a dress inateriil rich enough 
to satisfy the most fastidious, 
Exquisite patterns are shown in 
leaves and conventionalized flowers 
arranged in stripes. Striped velvets 
are also in high favor. These stripes 
are not only plain* hut arc plaided, 
barred, broken, polka-dotted and fig­ 
ured in marveloti" combinations of 
weaves and colors. When those brill­ 
iant and attractive textures are worn, 
few» or plaid velvet is one of the pre­ 
vailing selections for a combination, 
ideed, velvet is a sjiecial favorite 
oombinatiouM and trimming mate- 
"prophets” say this is,and will I 
“tie to be for some time, a silk j 


and velvet season, and we believe 
they are right, for Mm largest and 
heaviest importations are of these 
goods for drees and millinery pnr- 
poeea. Woolen-backed velvets are a 
new and novel dress material, three 
and sometimes five different colors 
appearing in the same fabric. These 
goods are made up with plain stufls, 
matching one of the colors of the vel­ 
vet. All materials, whether of velvet, 
plush or wool, have their appropriate 
combination fabrics. 
Woolen goods for street and also for 
house wear are very stylish and popu­ 
lar. The handsomest of the cloth 
novelties for the winter season are 
so costly that only the few with well 
tilled purses will be able to wear 
them. The Louis XV and Louis XVI 
cloths and soutache fabrics are among 
the choicest and most expensive ex­ 
hibits. Fortunately for those who 
cannot afford these costly goods, there 
are many other less expensive 
and very handsome stuffs to 
be had. 
There 
is 
a new 
material called Amaxon cloth, which 
is very like the habit cloth, but not 
nearly so expensive and considerably 
narrower in width than the latter. Its 
range of oolor is, however, the same. 
The latest change in habit cloth is in 
the colorings. A new stylo of weaving 
called chevron has recently been in­ 
troduced, and is shown in the Japan 
cloths, and oIbo in the Burmah vicuna 
cloth, which is very soft and every 
way desirable. 
Vigogne is a staple commodity and 
will be popular and much worn in 
the freise and gobelin tones. One of 
the inexpensive cloths of the day is 
drap de eordun, a foule cloth with a 
perpendicular color. Tweeds will be 
as favorably received as ever, 
both for tailor-made and other 
gowns. 
There 
are 
numerous 
novelties under this head. The 
Irvin tweed especially is a very 
handsome imitatioo of coatings. The 
new stripes In tweeds also show beau­ 
tiful mixtures of colors, particularly in 
rod and blue, brown and gobelin. The 
firm thin, strong tweed called ta lor 
tweed has thread stripes of distinct 
color, an inch apart, with chevron 
weaving between. 
Flaid and white stripes will be very 
much used this season. The Algerine 
tweed ulso shows rich and hand­ 
some effects in intermixed colorings. 
Brocade plays no great part in wool­ 
ens, except in the very costly cloths. 
A brocaded leaf sometimes finds its 
wav with pleasing effect among the 
stripes. The Rave brocade also has a 
long, continuous brocade lietween the 
stripes. Red, brown and russet are 
very popular shades in morocco, 
which is a trifle darker than tobacco 
brown, but brighter than mahogany. 
It combines very effectively with moss 
green, fawn and gobelin blue. 
In all the new woolens red and 
brown seem to struggle for the ascend­ 
ency. They are reddish, brown and 
brownish reds, and clear reds and 
browns are also contrasted in plaids 
and stripes. Woolen goods in grey or 
"iroc decapucin” are used for travel­ 
ing or indoor suits. A very drossy 
indoor costume is of "capncin ’ 
vigogne. The half-train skirt is 
very full and forms large plaits. 
The skirt opens ou tho right side from 
the hip down over a large breadth of 
white silk, embroidered with white 
flower* in relief. There is & flat apron 
in front. The pointed waist ia 1 «or­ 
dered with wide steel galloon worked 
on a white ground. In front of the 
waist is a white and “capucin” draped 
fichu which crosses and is fastened to 
the belt. The upper part of the waist 
forms a small vest with a straight col­ 
lar of steel galloon. 
Cashmere continues in great de­ 
mand, both for street and house 
dresses. Moire silk is one of the 
principal combinations for this soft 
material. A new shade of blue,which 
is neither light nor dark, is called 
Italian sky. It combines effectively 
with bronze, ecru, Japanese red, fawn 
or russet. Black will be a color uni­ 
versally favored in garniture. Black is 
now used in combination with and to 
trim everything. A very stylish win­ 
ter street costume is of dark moss- 
green cloth, with black braiding 
around the edge of the tunic, and in 
panels on each side of the skirt point­ 
ing upward toward the waist. A vest 
of black moire accompanies this 
toilet; also a block beaver hat with 
black plumes and tan-colored Suede 
gloves. Very elegant evening toilets 
ore made of black lace in combination 
witli moire antique. The latter is 
either black, solid colored or change­ 
able as the wearer may prefer. 
Jackets of varied styles and shapes 
are favored by ladies of oil ages for 
general wear, and arc worn by young 
ladies on all occasions. The short 
mantle wraps also seetn to be very 
popular, and are especially fashionable 
for very young girls for dressy wear.

Rich shades of garnet are used with 
sage green. Embroideries in the two 
colors, mingled with thread of tinsel, 
trim these hats with feathers of green 
tipped with garnet or flecked with 
garnet. Birds and flat wings are used 
on many of the new bonnets. 
English bonnets appear low when 
not on the head, but tho trimmings, 
though iu severe outline, are so 
massed that the bonnet is quite high 
when worn, yet never extreme in 
height, like the bonnets of last winter. 
Palé bluish-green velvet bonnets in 
gas light color are shown for opera 
wear. They are simply trimmed with 
feathers in the same color and with 
ornaments formed of small pins or 
combs of rhine stones. All bonnets 
and hats are worn further back than 
tbey have been. The new French 
laces, which will be used to some ex­ 
tent on millinery, are so porfect in 
their simulation of old chantilly that 
they can only be known from the real 
by the touch, not by the eye.

TWO HANDSOME STRUCTURES, 


The Atchison, Top -ka uml Santa 
Fe and (he Southern Pacific 


Buildings. 


The approved plans and specifica­ 
tions for the new passenger depot oí 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad Company, to be located on 
Santa Fe street near the site of the 
present buildiug, have been forwarded 
from headquarters and the work will 
be pushed to a rapid completion. The 
plans, as approved by Chief Engineer 
Perris, present a picture of a most ele­ 
gant and perfect structure, that will 
cost, when ready for occupation, in 
the neighborhood of $40,000. The de­ 
pot wilf consist of what may be justly 
termed two divisions, one for the pas­ 
sengers, ticket offices and waiting- 
rooms, and the other for the emigrant 
waiting-rooms and baggage depart­ 
ment. 
The front elevation Will face the 
railroad track, with the rear of the 
building facing the city. 
The building proper is only one 
story high, but the roof, tower and 
ornaments give it the appearance of a 
much higher structure. The depot 
will he almost perfectly fireproof, as 
the material to he used is stone, red 
and black pressed brick, with iron 
rafters and ornaments. 
The length of the depot, exclusive 
of the platform, is 80 feet, the width 
27 feet. Passengers, male and female, 
have their separate waiting rooms, 
and the only mode of entrance for the 
public to the ticket office is through 
these rooms. For the convenience 
of both sexes, the 
ticket 
office 
window is located in an arched hall, 
4 feet six inches wide by 17 feet long, 
which connects the two w aiting rooms 
and thus affords the passengers a 
chance to 
communicate with one 
another. 
The waiting rooms are 27 by 29 feot 
each ; the i icket office which is to be 
fitted with all the latest improvements 
to facilitate the rapid handling of 
tickets, is 17 feet square. 
In each waiting room are water 
closets of the most approved pattern, 
and toilet rooms for both sexes. 
To 
each waiting room there are two en­ 
trances, one from the platform, by 
which the train stops, and the other 
from the City side of the building. 
The ticket office has an entrance from 
the platform on the track side of the 
depot and also one from the hallway 
connecting the two waiting rooms. 
In each room a large fire-place will be 
erected. The platform runs entirely 
around the house, l>eing tweuty feet 
wide on the ends and in the rear, and 
forty feet wide at the front. 
• 
A large shed, supported upon hand­ 
some iron columns twelve and a half 
feet apart and twenty feet high, en­ 
circles the building. This shed is nine 
feet wide upon the rear and ends of 
tlie depot and fifteen on the front. 
There are sixteen windows on the out­ 
side downstairs that are nine feet high 
and three feet wide. The doors are 
all double ones ten feet high and live 
wide. Two wings, one in the front 
and the other in the rear, stand out 
twelve feet from the main building 
and are nineteen feet eight inches in 
width and contain the waiting rooms, 
offices, etc. The front elevation shows 
a 
building ninety-six 
feet 
high 
from the ground to the top of thé 
tower, which stands in the center of 
the building. 
The tower is twenty-two feet wide 
at its base, and will be handsomely 
ornamented with clocks upon each 
side. 
The top of the roof is thirty feet 
from the ground, and contains twenty- 
two large stained glass windows, while 
ten feet higher is placed the name of 
the depot, “Los Angeles,” in large 
artificial-stone letters. 
In the tower are large double win­ 
dows, the glass which is stained. The 
ornaments and cornices of the build­ 
ing are all of galvanized iron of the 
best pattern and material. In the 
hallway is located a flight of stairs 
which 
run 
in 
to 
the 
tower. 
Three large chimneys add great­ 
ly to the general appearance, be­ 
ing built of red and black pressed 
bricks, alternated and finished at the 
top with handsome galvanized orna­ 
ments. 
In that part of the building under­ 
neath the tower the walls are 10 
inches thick and the others are 12. 
The whole length of the building, 
the platform and baggage room in­ 
eluded, is 120 feet, and the width is 
80 feet. The ends are finished in per­ 
fectly plain panels, without windows 
or doors. The baggage and emigrant 
waiting rooms are situated in another 
structure 50 feet from the main build­ 
ing, though the two are connected by 
a shed, the roof of which is tin, sup­ 
ported by iron columns 12>h feet apart. 
The emigrant waiting room is 24x24 
feet with two double doors 5x9 feet, 
two windows and a fireplace. The 
baggage room is 50x22 feet and has 
four windows 2J>ox4 feet, two doors, 
one 8x7 and one 8x9. The door in 
end of the baggage room is twenty 
eight inches lower, to permit the easy 
handling of baggage by w’agons. The 
water closets for emigrants and the 
public generally are built upon the 
outside of the baggage room , on the 
platform, and are 19 feet 11 inches by 
10 feet in size. The shed around this 
building is 9 feet wide and 20 feet 
from the floor. 
The height of the 
baggage room including the ornaments 
on the roof íh 31 feet; the length, in- 
ia 77 fnnÍ whilf 


property owned by the Southern Pa 
ciflc Company at these points runs 
from Sixth street 1900 feet towards 
Third, and is 300 feet wide, compris­ 
ing in these limits, thirteen acres of 
valuable land. The building fronts on 
WolfskiH avenue, with an elegant 
main entrance that gives the whole 
structure a somewhat gothic 
ap­ 
pearance. The ground 
floor 
con­ 
tains the public rooms and offices 
while the second story is utilized for 
the general offices of the company. 
The main waiting room is 04 feet 
71-4 inches in length, by 57 feet 
inches in breadth, and composes the 
main entrance, on the passenger siuc 
of the building. 
, 
At the eastern side of the room is 
the ticket office, 21 feet 11 b» inches 
wide, by 24 feet in length, with four 
ticket windows in the room and two 
on the outside of the building, on the 
platform. 
The door of this office 
opens in the waiting room. 
Til the 
left hand corner of the waiting room 
next to the car shed is a lobby, from 
which steps lead to thesecond story, 
o r the general offices.''HSSÜÜl 
F-.Í4 d 
On each side of the ticket office 
opening on the platform are large 
double doors with stained glass panels 
and on the front side is a large doublo 
door 
with 
magnificent panels of 
stained glass. 
On the right of the main waiting- 
room is located the bar-room, and in 
this bar-room are the gentlemen’s 
water closets and toilet stands. 
Largo doors open from tlie bar-room 
upon the front and rear platforms, and 
in one corner of the room íh a passage 
leading into tlie dining-room. 
The dining-room is to lie a magnifi­ 
cent hall 09 feet 778 inches in length 
by 3 6 feet in breadth, with a large 
entrance from the car-shed, or rear 
platform, and the small one already 
mentioned from the bar-room. From 
the dining-room a door oiiens into a 
large servant’s hall, 12 feet 3 ¿of an 
inch in length and 10 feet 53, inches 
in width. Another door opens from 
the dining-room and leads into a pas­ 
sage 5x0 feet that opens into a pantry, 
the size of which is 20 feet by 14 feet 
10’a inches. 
From the pantry a door ojiens into 
tlie kitchen, size, 27>¿ feet by 23 feet 
l lh inches. 
A passage leading from 
the kitchen ojiens into the bakery, 14 
feet by 15 feet 5% inches ; the fuel 
shed, 11x6 feet.and store-room, which 
is 14^x15 feot 5*4 inches. 
The south end of the platform is 
furnished with waterclosets for the use 
of the general public. 
A large, and finely finished iron 
railing will run around the ends and 
front part of this building that will 
prevent teams from interfering with 
foot passengers on the platform. 
Tlie forgoing is a discript ion of the 
building to the right of the main wait­ 
ing room. 
On the left side of this room, con­ 
nected by a passage 11 feet 0 inches 
long by 0 feet G inches in width is the 
ladies waiting and toilet rooms; 36 
feet in length by 25 feet G}¡¿ inches in 
breadth. This room possesses a large 
entrance opening upon the front part 
of the building. 
Entering the depot from Wolf ski 11 
avenue, in search of Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s Express office, the visitor would 
turn to the left, and walking a few 
paces, find himself at the entrance of a 
room 36 by 35 feet. 
This is Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’b office. 
Still further to the left is found the 
main entrance to the baggage-room, 
GO feet and 
inches in length by 36 
feet in breath. In the left end of this 
room is the delivery counter, opening 
upon a platform built about four feet 
from the ground, to facilitate the 
rapid handling of baggage. 
Wells, Fargo <&- Co.’s office, the 
ladies’ waiting-room and the bar­ 
room all have large entrances on 
Wolfskill avenue, or, the front of the 
depot. 
The other apartments, ex­ 
cepting the grand main entrance, have 
entrances only ujion tlie rear, or, pas­ 
senger sldo of the depot. From end 
to end of the structure is a platform 
34 feet wide, with 21 iron columns, 25 
feet apart, supporting the roof of the 
ear-Hhed, which covers four tracks of 
13 feet each. 
The full breadth of the building is 
90 feet, and the length is 507 feet 4 
inches. 
* 
The entrance to the car-shed is a 
grand arch 73 feet wide at the base, 
with a height of 21 feet from the top 
of the rails to the arch above. The 
cars enter from Alameda street at one 
end of the building, and pull out at 
the other end on Alameda street. The 
front entrances extend out over the 
baggage, kitchen and living rooms 
several feet, and add mucli to the 
beauty of the building. Over these 
entrances slate will be used to finish 
the sides and angles, though the prin­ 
cipal materials to be used in the con­ 
struction are brick, iron, glass and 
stone, with corrugated iron ornaments. 
The roof will be almost entirely of 
glass and iron, and very little wood 
will be used. 
Tlie lattice work on the grand arch 
leading into the car-ehed will be made 
of iron and {glass, the stairs will be of 
iron on the inside and a pair running 
up to the second story on the out side 
of the building will be constructed of 
iron and glass. 
At each corner of tlie building there 
will be towers erected, in which will 
be placed electric lights. 
Retween Wolfskill avenue and the 
front of the depot there is a stretch of 
ground running the full length of the 
depot, 100 feet wide, that has a fine 
orange grove upon it. 
This stretch of ground with the ex­ 
ception of a forty-foot drive, is to be 
preserved and embellished for a park. 
Mr. Crocker, the Viee-President of 
the road, says he intends to make 
this spot something of a paradise, 
that the passengers may see, when 
they alight from the cars, wlmt 
railroad company can do toward hav­ 
ing nice grounds in California.

PRKBNO COUNTY. 
No county in the district can show 
such wonderful development in so 
short a time as Fresno. 
At the time 
of my last report the acreage of this 
county was placed at 7,500 acres 
while now it will be seen from the 
statisties apjtended to this report that 
nearly 15,000 acres are planted in 
raisin and. wine grapes, of which 9,500 
acres are in raisin grapes the balance 
in wine grapes. 
The profits from 
both branches of the industry are 
satisfactory to the growers. 
The vintage of last season amounted 
to about 1.500,000 gallons of wine, 
nearly all of which has been sold at 
remunerative prices. The vintage of 
1837 will be much heavier, as a large 
acreage of young vines will be in 
bearing. A large part of tlie young 
plant in Fresno county is devoted ex- 
clusivefy to Port, Sherry and Brandy 
varieties, it being generally conceded 
that the San Joaquin valley will excel 
n these products. 
Fresno county 
rill undoubtedly be the banner raisin 
producing county of the State, the 
climate 
lieing 
excoedingly 
well 
adapted to tlie curing of the grape. 


THE RAISIN INDUSTRY. 
Tlie raisen pack of 1856 was about 
250,000 Iio x o h , and tlie amount will be 
materially increased this season. The 
profits of the business are large, and 
t is one particularly attractive to peo* 
of limited means, the heavy invest­ 
ments necessary to the wine business 
not being required. Many growers 
sell their ’product to the packers in 
the sweat boxes, and realize a hand­ 
some income {rom a small acreage of 
vines. 
An immense number of small 
vineyards will be planted this winter 
in raisin grapes throughout Fresno 
countv. 
A few years ago the only vineyards 
in the county were in the immediate 
. ieinity of Fresno City, but lately large 
tracts of land both north and south 
hav© been brought under irrigttion 
and planted in vines. 
The vineyards around Minturn and 
Madera, in the northern part of tlie 
county, are devoted almost exclusively 
to wine growing, while around Fowler, 
Selma and Kingsburg, on the south, 
the preference is given to raisins. 
Appended to this report will l>e found 
a complete list of the wine growers of 
Fresno county, together with the 
number of acres anil varieties of vines, 
planted by each. Had it been prac­ 
ticable I should have made a similar 
list from the other counties in my dis­ 
trict, but the acreage of vines did not 
warrant the expenditure which would 
have been required to canvass so large 
territory.

Stanislaus and Merced counties are 
just awakening to the importance of 
grape-growing to the future develop­ 
ments of their lands. 
Both these 
counties contain a small acreage of 
old vines and a more considerable 
acreage of vines of recent plantation. 
Good wines ln.ve been made in both 
counties, and with the better varieties 
of vines now’ being planted we may 
reasonably expect an improvement in 
the product. 
Raisins of excellent 
quaility will undoubtly be produced, 
as the warm, dry nights would seem 
especially adapted to the curing of the 
grape. 
Roth of these counties con­ 
tain countless acres of fine land, all 
of which lias been devoted to wheat- 
growing. 
Several irrigation schemes are as­ 
suming definite shape, and a large 
amount of land will soon tie placed on 
the market.

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GUILTY AS CHARGED. 


The Verdict in the Case 
of Tom Gormley. 


SCKMKS IN THK COURT ROOM, 


Tfce Jury Agrees in Abonl Four 
Minute*—To be Sentenced 
Saturday. 


The trial of Tom Gormley, on 
ciiarge of bratally assaulting and rap­ 
ing teu-ye&r-old Maggie Switzer, was 
concluded yesterday in Judge Che­ 
ney’» Court, which, as before, 
crowded to its utmoet capacity by 
t hoae who took an interest in the pro­ 
ceedings and thoee who had a desire 
to see what kind of a person the de­ 
fendant was. 
The first witness placed on the stand 
was Dr. W. E. Lindley, who stated 
tUAt he had been called to treat Mag­ 
gie about twenty-four hours after the 
alleged outrage. He had made an ex 
amination of her person and had come 
<o the conclusion that she had been 
raped in the manner described by her. 
The marks he found upon her person 
wore such as to lead to this conclus- 


Maggie Switzer was recalled and 
related tier pitiful story the second 
time. It differed in no material points 
from that first told, except that she 
entered more fully into some of the 
details which are unfit for publication. 
This dosed the testimony on behalf 
of the prosecution, and alter stating 
grounds uj*on which he should make 
a defense, Mr. Savage, the appointed 
-counsel for Gormley. called Charles H. 
Webb, who testified that he kept a 
saloon at No. 7 East First street. He 
t>mt seen defendant at 10 a. m. cn the 
12th. He was a little full on that day. 
The next morning he saw Gormley. 
He was covered with brick dust. The 
trust time he saw him was between 3 
4 of the 13th. He had been drinking, 
but was not drunk. 
N. E. Lewis testified that he did not 
know whether Gormley was drunk or 
sober. 
Mattie, Gormley, alleged wife of 
defendant, testified that he was very 
druak when he got home. He brought 
the child with him. She slept in bed 
with them. She told witness the stains 
on her apron were from apricots. 
OOUfl e y’s st o r y. 
Tbe next witness called was the 
defendant and as he marched com­ 
posedly to the witness stand ho was 
etoeely" watched by the multitude 
fweseut. He did not appear confused 
and talked as if he were on trial for a 
trivial offense instead of the crime 
charged. There was complete silence 
in the court room during the entire 
time that Gormley was on the stand. 
Uia testimony was mainly as follows: 
Uy ***** is Thomas Gormley. I 
am the defendant in this case. On 
rile 12th of July I was working on a 
tunnel about three miles from Laman- 
da Park. I started for Los Angeles at 
4:30 
in 
the morning. I was at 
I «mania Park about two hoars. I 
■«ad two or three drinks there. I 
drew $200 from the bank at 12 o’clock. 
4 drank all day. I was very drunk by 
night, if I was not I would not liave 
slept 
out 
all 
night on a brick 
pile. I woke up about half-past five. 
I was awfully dry,

air that violence to the prisoner 
would be attempted, but no demon­ 
stration of any sort was made, all ex­ 
pressing themselves satisfied that the 
sentence would be the full extent al­ 
lowed or life imprisonment. 
At twenty minutes to 4 o’clock 
Gormley was escorted through Judge 
O’Melveny’s courtroom and down into 
the street by Deputy Sheriffs Cooney 
and Crux and Deputy Constable Har­ 
ry Johnson. 
They passed safely 
through the crowd and in less than 
five minutes Gormley was safe behind 
the bant In the county jail. 
Nothing but satisfaction at the ver­ 
dict of the jury was heard on all sides 
and the general impression seemed to 
be that the sentence would be life im­ 
prisonment.

C A T A R K H .

il E TEEM CATARKH IS APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils and ad­ 
jacent part*, w hich prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, aud is productive of very serious 
consequences. 
The most prom inent and characteristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different time*. 
In some there is an almost constant flow 
of d ea r, acrid fluid, but ofteuer an offensive, 
purulent or m uco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
m atter is secreted, w hich accum ulates iu 
th e nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent rem oval by blowing the 
uosc or expectoratiou, and often b y b o th 
processes. 
Sometim es 
patients 
feel as 
though their head was iu a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tie n t is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into th e throat of th e m orbid 
m atter from the head, aiul as a recum bent 
position naturally favors the flow downward 
n is rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. M any sufferers are obliged to lie %ith 
th e head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot com fort. 
In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and abovo th e soft 
jialate, in the passage between th e throat aud 
head, adhering to th e parts with gluisb tenac­ 
ity. 
its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation aud u n ­ 
easiness in the affected locality, w hich gives 
rise to a constant aud alm ost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discom fort by draw ing 
th e mucus into th e throat so as to eject it by 
th e m outh. This practice, popularly known 
as "haw king,” is characteristic of catarrh, 
an d nroves a* em barrassing to the one af­ 
fected as it is disagreeable to those around 
him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and 
deposits Itself on the m em brane iu the shape 
of dry, hurd concretions, which are dis­ 
charged by way of th e nostrils or throat In 
lum jis or fragm ents of a deep green tint. In 


to such an extent as to form a regular plug 
in the cose, which obstructs breathing and 
produce serious discomfort. So firmly do 
tlieBC incrustations adhere to th e poiut of 
attachm ent that th eir removal usually re­ 
quires the most violent efforts; not unfre- 
quentlv they have to be torn from the m em ­ 
brane. Occasionally a solid cast of notable 
size Is expelled, on which there are generally 
truces of blood, but iu some eases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of the ua>al cavity. This condition is 
indicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e, 
m ay destroy th e bony structure of the nose 
an d produce a subsequent flattening of th at 
orgau. 
Cases are occasionally m et with in which 
a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em brane of the nasal cavities and then 
putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpow ering, and sufficiently fetid 
to poison the atm osphere of a whole room ; 
an d there are others in w hich all the secre­ 
tions of th e m em brane are suspended, caus­ 
in g an unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
an d feverfshness in the Head and nose—a 
condition 
popularly 
know n 
as 
“Dry 
C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of the bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a disti easing sensation of 
heavy w eight or com pression over the fore­ 
bead, especially iu th e region above and be­ 
tween tbe eyes, and to a feeling of fniness, 
beat, irritation, soreness or pal 
in the nos­ 
trils near th e root of the nose, as well as in 
th e upper part of th e throat, above aud be­ 
hin d the soft palate. Sometim es there is 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular 
part, as in the tem ple, on th e top of th e 
nead, at th e back of the neck, or behind the 
orbits, and, occasionally, pain m anifests 
itself in th e face of so severe a character 
th at It is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alwuys tainted, und at times 
assum es an fxccediug fetid aud Blckeuiug 
odor. Iu some cases It becomes so revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and 
conjested, causing th e nose to be stojqied up, 
som etim es on one side, som etimes ou th e 
other, anrl often ou both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the head, 
and 
occasioning violent, and 
prolonged 
paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice i* weak, indistinct and husky, 
o r of a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality, oftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous houiBeue*» und discordance. There 
is 
also a sense of Irritation in the part, 
and frequent attem pts to clear the throat of 
phlegm , producing the sound "hem ,” m ore 
or less forcibly. 
Iu some cases patients 
com plain of an uncom fortable feeling of 
fullness, or a choky sensation in the throat, 
and in others of a distressing aud almost 
couKtant dryness, for tbe tem jiorary relief of 
which they hove to swallow frequently. 
Other*; again, speak of a constant bad or 
nauseous taste in tb e m onth oi throat. 
The stom ach generally suffer* more or less 
and becomes weak und irritable: the appe­ 
tite is eajiricious an d nearly always baa in 
th e m orning. The patient is languid, unable 
t<»perform m ental or physical labor w ith 
the usual facility, is nqrvous, depressed in 
spirit*, at times fearful, tim id, agitated aud 
inclined to drowsiness aud Mleep, the mem 
ory weakened and perm anent im pairm ent 
seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon 
becomes 
m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable influ­ 
ences, and in sjdte of the utm ost care be­ 
comes affected from the slightest causes, so 
that at last a breath of wind upon th e lining 
of the nose or th ro at becomes productive of 
a cold, and gives rise to seriouB disturbances 
of the respiratory organs. Thus th e patient 
is subject to frequent and repeated colds, 
each attack aggravating the disease by giv­ 
ing it a new Im pulse and Involvlug a larger 
extent of surface than its predecessor. 
In 
this m anner th e difficulty spreads from o r­ 
gau to orgau, invading the throat, larnyx, 
trachea aud bronchial tubos, 
until, e n ­ 
croaching further and further, it reaches 
the finer ram itlcatlousof the bronchi, when 
but a slight im pulse is requtjed to send it to 
the lungs.
